MARITAL WEARINESS NO GROUND FOR DIVORCE 
L'DGE TAULANE in Philadelphia is being commended for his 
¡•* 
refusal to grant a divorce to a couple who had been married 
Jfor over a quarter of a century and who wished to break the bonds 
’because they had become tired of each other. 
It is true that this was not the plea they made, but an inves­ 
tigation of the facts disclosed it as the real reason for their appli­ 
cation. 
“Desertion” was the technical term 
used, 
but it was 
Ishown that they had separated by mutual consent and that they 
¡counted on this as a means of obtaining the legal decree. 
It was 
Jproved Jhat the husband had not abused his wife and had provided 
;her with proper support, and that she had taken good care of their 
jhome. 
The decision of this particular judge is that marital weariness 
sis not sufficient ground for a divorce. 
Modernists will disagree with 
this judgment on the plea that two person who no longer care for 
oni another should not be compelled to carry out the marriage 
contract. 
But old-fashioned folk and those who realize that the 
home Is the foundation of society will feel that he has struck a 
blow against the tendency to separate for trivial cause. 
The strange thing is that men and women who regard a busi­ 
ness contract as a sacred thing, not to be broken except for the 
most serious reasons, justify the scrapping of the solemn marriage 
agreement for the slightest motives. 
Life is not all peaches and 
cream, there are bound to be temperamental conflicts and those 
who are joined together “for better or worse” ought at least to be 
able to bear the petty vexations of the wedded state. 
Not the least of the evils of modern divorce is the injustice 
it does to innocent children. 
To deprive them of a home and 
parental direction, as sometimes happens, is little short of crim­ 
inal. 
Extreme reformers have gone so far as to urge a law pro­ 
hibiting divorce until the youngest child is eighteen years of age. 
This is not alw ays practicable, but conscientious judges can at least 
carefully examine all of the facts in a case as a means of halting 
divorces founded on pure selfishness.

DENVER, July 15.—The death knell 
of the “loan sharks” in Colorado is 
believed to have been sounded in a 
decision handed down by the Colo­ 
rado supreme court here recently. 
The decision upholds a provision in 
the state's money lenders law which 
makes void any note 
when 
illegal 
rates of interest have been charged. 
The legal rate of interest under 
the law on loans of $300 or less is 
1 per cent per month. 
The purpose of the money lenders 
law, enacted in 1919. the decision 
says, is to prevent charging of exces-! 
sive rates of interest on small loans. 
Statewide Action 
This decision is expected to bring 
statewide action against the illegal' 
money lender. 
The enforcement of I 
the money lenders act is said to have 
been lax in Colorado because of lack 
of funds to regulate the work. 
The case which evoked the decis­ 
ion was that of Bert Rice and Bessie 
Rice of Denver against the Franklin 
Loan and Finance Co., of Denver, for 
the charging of excessive interest 
rates on a small loan. Loan compan­ 
ies have denied 
recent complaints 
that they not only charge excessive 
rates of interest, but also practice 
numerous methods of circumventing 
the Interest burden of the small bor­ 
rower. 
Stiff Penalties 
According to the money lenders 
law. no loan for which a greater rate 
oi interest shall be charged than is 
allowed in the act, shall be valid in 
this state. 
Violation of provisions of the act 
referring to the legal rate of Inter­ 
est shall be a misdemeanor punish­ 
able by 8300 fine or six months im­ 
prisonment.

F. Marvin, chief of the U. S. Weather 
Bureau.

Jensen plans to carry about 350 gal­ 
lons of gasoline. 
Speaking of his plans for the trip 
itself, Jensen said th a t he expects to 
start on the dot of noon. August 12, 
although he does not favor this as a 
zero hour. 
He believes that a start 
just before dawn would be most suit­ 
able. as nearly the entire flight could 
then be made in daylight. The ai* is 
heavier in the morning and a plane 
can take off with at least 10 per cent 
heavier load at th a t time than at 
noon. 
Moonlight, one of the reasons for 
the selection of the noon starting 
hour, is of little help, in Jensen's 
opinion. 
In his frequent flights over 
the islands, Jensen has found the 
moonlight very deceptive and the a r­ 
tificial lights m arking towns and vil­ 
lages more difficult to pick up. thus 
increasing the chances of passing the 
group altogether. 
The flier plans to take off either 
from San Francisco or Oakland, ac­ 
cording to conditions th at may exist 
at the time of the start.

Im m igrants. who do not come w ithin 
the lim its of the N on-quota class, as 
described in the previous article, m ay 
still qualify as Q uota-preference im ­ 
m igrants, to whom preference ^ giv­ 
en when m aking application for im ­ 
m igration visas. 
In the issuance of im m agration vis­ 
as to quota im m igrants, preference is 
given— 
(1) 
To a quota im m igrant who is 
the unm arried child under 21, the 
father, the m other, the husband or 
the wife, of a citizen of the United 
States who is 21 years of age or over; 
(2) To a quota im m igrant who is 
skilled In agriculture, his wife and 
his dependent children under six­ 
teen years of age, if accom panying or 
following to join him 
This however 
does not apply to those nations whose 
quota is less th an 300. 
It is necessary for United Citizens, 
whose relations are 
seeking 
entry 
either as non-quota or quota prefer­ 
ence im m igrants, by reason of such 
relationship, to file w ith the Com­ 
m issioner G eneral of Im m igration, a 
petition setting forth the facts, who 
will if upon exam ination he finds the 
im m igrant entitled to admission, a u ­ 
thorize the consular officer abroad to 
issue the visa. 
N on-naturalized aliens, now living 
in the U nited States, who are about 
to depart tem porarily, should first 
m ake application for a re-entry per­ 
m it, otherwise, he m ay and probably 
will be required to conform w ith the 
regular quota regulations. 
R e-entry perm its, are issued upon 
application to the Commissioner G en­ 
eral of Im m igration, providing the ap ­ 
plicant’s original entry has been a p ­ 
proved as legal. 
This perm its the 
applicant to rem ain abroad not ex­ 
ceeding one year, after whidh tim e 
the perm it m ust be renewed, for a 
period not exceeding six m onths. 
All aliens not coming w ithin the 
lim its of these two classes, m ust com ­ 
ply with the quota restrictions, and 
aw ait his turn, when he will be no­ 
tified by the Consular officer to pre­ 
sent him self for visa. 
All im m igrants, irregardless of class 
m ust conform w ith the qualification 
requirem ents which tend to prove th a t 
upon arrival in the United States, he 
will not become a public charge, or 
a menace to the public health and 
morals.

In Pymatuning Swamp 


Pymatuning swamp, Crawford coun­ 
ty, is the most Important nesting- 
grounds for wild fowl in Pennsylva­ 
nia, according to Dr. George Miksch 
Sutton, chief of the bureau of re­ 
search and information of the state 
game commission, who just completed 
an intensive study of mid-summer 
conditions in the region. 
During the time of this visit several 
broods of young mallards were noted; 
one flock of half-grown black ducks 
were seen; several families of wood 
ducks were observed; dozens of young 
and adult Wilson snipes were flushed; 
a nest and eggs of the rare Florida 
gallinule were discovered, and numer­ 
ous 
nesting 
rails 
were 
observed. 
Woodcock, which are usually abund­ 
ant in the region, were inexplamably 
scarce. 
Pymatuning swamp, a sphagnum 
bog of glacial origin, is a wooded 
swamp about 25 square miles in ex­ 
tent. There are three deep lakes in 
the region, and a network of chan- 


nels and ponds throughuot the terri­ 
tory 
furnishes 
admirable 
nesting- 
ground for wild fowl. 
Dr. Sutton has listed 244 species of 
birds from this one locality; of these 
137 may be considered summer resi­ 
dents. 
No other single spot in the 
state of Pennsylvania has such a re­ 
markably large assemblage of nesting 
birds.

Mutiny Of Prisoners 
In Penitentiary To 
Bring New Guards

TOPEKA, Kansas, July 15—Follow­ 
ing the recent mutiny of 318 miners 
of the Kansas State Penitentiary at 
Lansing, Kansas, the board of prison 
administration 
has 
devised several 
plans to thwart the men in the “hole” 
when they take a sudden notion to 
tie up the guards and barricade the 
elevators so that It is impossible to 
assist from the outside, and then 
mutiny to their hearts content. Usu­ 
ally their stomachs give in first, but 
it is necessary for them to come out 
for food. 
It is planned to build a large steel 
cage at the bottom of the shaft, in a 
position that will protect the elevator 
landings. 
In the steel cages guards 
will be posted with riot guns. 
The 
cage will be large enough to be made 
safe for the guards in case the pris­ 
oners tried to “rush” them and take 
their guns. 
At present none of the guards are 
armed except with clubs. 
It would

into 
the 
mines 
with the 
miners, prison officials declare. 
The 
men would charge the armed guards 
and soon overpower them. There are 
two elevators entering 
the 
mines. 
When they are locked at the bottom, 
officials at the top are helpless to 
quell any disturbance.

WASHINGTON. July 1^-News and 
more effective methods of prevent­ 
ing destruction of public forests by 
fire, through the carlessness of auto­ 
mobile tourists and campers are pro­ 
posed by Attorney General Sargent 
should the United 
States 
supreme 
court hold that the present laws are 
inadequate. 
The department of justice has filed 
an appeal with the court to deter­ 
mine whether or not a tourist is guil­ 
ty of violation of the penal statutes 
| when he builds a fire on private land 
but near public forests, which subse­ 
quently results in destruction of tim­ 
ber. 
It is contended by the department 
that the statute is unambiguous and 
should be given the plan and reas­ 
onable meaning of the language used, 
or 
if it be held that ambiguity ex­ 
ists, the statutory language should 
be given that construction which will 
carry into effect the known purpose 
of congress in its enactment.” 
"The steadily increasing forest re­ 
serves, parks and other areas con­ 
trolled by the federal government, 
and the increasing number of cam­ 
pers on lands in and near these fed­ 
eral areas, makes of considerable im­ 
portance a case w'hich is now before 
the supreme court,” Attorney Gen­ 
eral Sargent said. 
, 
The case comes to the supreme 
court on a writ of error from the 
district court of Northern Florida, 
involving damage to timber on a 
government 
reservation in 
Florida 
as a result of a fire alleged to have 
been set near that reservation by 
D. J. Alford. 
Alford was indicted in 1925, charged 
with unlawfully building a fire near 
inflammable 
material 
and timber 
situated upon the 
public 
domain 
which resulted in damage to public 
timber. 
The lower court held, how- ! 
ever, that to bring about a violation 
of the law it would be necessary that 
the fire had been built on the public 
domain itself. 
The justice department, in a brief 
filed with the supreme court, con­ 
tends that the lower court erred in 
its construction of the statute and 
in sustaining the demurrer to the 
indictment. 
"It was the known purpose of con- i 
gress in enacting the statute to pro­ 
tect government-owned timber land 
from fire and this statute should have 
been made effective/' the department 
asserted. 
“It is clearly within the constitu­ 
tional power of congress to prohibit 
one from leaving unextinguished a 
fire built by him on private land, 
but near timber or other inflamma­ 
ble material upon the 
public 
do­ 
main.” 
Officials said that a favorable de- | 
cision in the case will be of far-1 
reaching importance throughout the 
United States. 
Should 
the 
court, 
however, hold against the 
govern­ 
ment It appeared likely that an ef­ 
fort would be made to bring about an 
amendment to the law at the next 
congress.

Within the last week two news 
items have Appeared in your paper 
anent the subject of the Victor Olsen 
Contracting Company’s alleged fail­ 
ure to comply with specifications in 
.aying concrete on certain streets of 
the city. The first item covered the 
text of Councilman Burns’ resolu­ 
tion calling for an investigation of 
rumors that the said company was 
not complying with specifications." 
The second item under date of the 
12th instant again refers to “rumors" 
I and reports City Engineer Frank Mil­ 
der s finding as fully vindicating the 
Olsen Company. 
For the purpose of clearing the at­ 
mosphere, and in order that the pub­ 
lic may know the truth, the under­ 
signed contractors take this means of 
setting forth the salient facts upon 
which they based their request that 
all bids on the last contract be set 
aside or that the letting be postponed 
until the charges had been thorough­ 
ly investigated. 
In line with the purpose of this le\- 
I ter, it will be necessary for us to re- 
i fer to Webster for definition of the 
word "rumor". Webster defines “ru­ 
mor 
as “a current story passing 
irom mouth to mouth without any 
authorlty for the truth of it”, 
e did not act upon any "rumor" 
but upon the positive testimony of 
competent witnesses ready to “take 
• the stand and testify under oath as 
I to the truth of their allegations. 
These witnesses appeared with us at 
the office of Mr. Genkinger, and in 
the presence of Mr. Genkinger, Mr. 
Tvier and Mr. Davies stated what 
they had seen. By what process the 
meaning of the word “rumor" could 
be stretched to describe the positive 
testimony 
of 
competent 
witnesses 
ready to take oath as to what they 
actually saw, is beyond the compre­ 
hension of the undersigned. We sub­ 
mit the evidence, carefully and truth­ 
fully, and are ready at any time to 
produce these same witnesses, just as 
we produced them for Mr. Genkinger 
on the occasion noted above. 
One of the undersigned contract­ 
ors, having information that the spec­ 
ifications were not being complied 
with, called upon Councilman Tyler 
and having passed the information to 
him, asked that the operations of the 
Olsen Company be quietly investigat­ 
ed. suggesting that Mr. Tyler and his 
colleagues select some 
person 
to 
check the work whose identity would 
not be known to the Olsen Companv. 
The following day the undersigned 
sent six men to the scene of opera­ 
tions to supplement the investigation 
of the person selected by Mr. Tyler 
and his colleagues. Our men having 
made 
their observations, 
reported 
that the Olsen Company was putting 
four sacks of cement in each batch 
and running the batch through the 
mixer in from 50 to 70 seconds, The 
specifications call for five sacks of 
cement to each batch and require 
that each batch shall be thoroughly 
mixed for not less than two minutes. 
The non-compliance with specifi­ 
cations having been clearly estab­ 
lished, the complaining contractors 
and their witnesses appeared at the 
office of Mr, Genkinger to substan­ 
tiate their charges.

NEW YORK. July 15 —An around- 
the-world flight vtdth nary a stop may i 
be Just around the corner of time, 
but it must wait until the building j 
of planes for such a superhuman ef­ 
fort becomes as far advanced as the 
construction of motors. 
This formed the conseusus in lead- j 
ing aviation circles today in the wake 
of the recent non-stop trans-Atlantic 
and trans-Pacific flights. 
Whatever else these epochal flights 
may have disclosed, one fact was fore- i 
ibly brought out which the technical 
men concerned with aviation deem of 
paramount importance—the planning 
and building of motors approximates 
perfection. 
Motors Dependable. 
Heretofore the average person re 
garded an airplane trip with mingled 
feelings of misgiving, and the fear of 
a stalled engine hundreds or thou­ 
sands of feet in the ether was fore­ 
most. 
Airplane engines were viewed 
somewhat in the same light as prima 
donnas—too temperamental to get fa­ 
miliar with. 
But the trans-ocean flights, topped 
by the remarkable performance of the 
three motors in the America which 
functioned perfectly on Commander 
Richard E. Byrd’s memorable trip, 
have virtually dispelled this trepida­ 
tion from the mind of the average 
person. 
With 
the 
experience 
gained 
in j 
building airplane motors in the years, 
since the Wright brothers electrified 
the world with their heavier-than-air 
flying machine, engineers have been 
educated to a point where today they 
make them almost fool-proof. It took 
the recent cross-ocean flights, how- j 
ever, to impress upon a skeptical pub­ 
lic how far motors have been develop­ 
ed.

And therein lies the problem in an 
around-the-world non-stop flight—a 
plane so built as to carry sufficient 
fuel for such an effort. 
The motors used in each of the 
trans-ocean flights were good for 100 | 
hours, on a conservative basts, with­ 
out need of mechanical attention, ac­ 
cording 
to 
experienced 
engineers. 
And 100 hours at the rate of 100 miles 
an hour would take a plane 10.000 
miles. 
Today it has been proved that mo­ 
tors have practically been made safe 
enough for a non-stop flight around 
the world. But aviation must await 
the planning of a ship capable of 
carrying enough fuel for such a 
breath-taking attempt.
